
Kidnappers threaten 
hostages in Lebanon

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Kidnappers 
holding American hostages an- 
nounce five demands for their re- 
lease Sunday and threatened to 
make the United States pay a price 
that "wll reflect adversely" bn the. 
captives if the demands ore not mot. 

It .was the second threatening 
statement in three days from the pro- 
Iranian Islamic Jihad, which holds 
American journalist Tbrry Ariderson 
.and educator Thomas Sutherland. 

■ The three-page typewritten Arabic 
;statomcnt was delivered to the inde- 
pendent newspaper An-Nahor. A col- 
or photograph of Anderson was dcliv- 
-ored later to a Western nows agency 
in Beirut — the kidnappers’ normal 
: me t hod of authent i cating statements, 
; • The picture showed Anderson,' 
chief Middle East correspondent for 
;Thc Associated Press, with a bushy 
beard and mustache. He wore a T- 


shirt and looked straight into the 
camera. It was simiuir to pho- 
tographs of Anderson released rc- 
Icasea April 10, 1987 and on Friday. 

The statement demanded: 

"A — Release of all our muja- 
hedeen (holy warriors) from all Arab 
and fgreign jails,. 

"B — Release of all Lebanese and 
Palestinian Mujahedeen from Israeli 
jails in the occupied lands and its 
surrogates in south Lebanon's border 
enclave and (Christian) cast Beirut. 

"C — Withdrawal of all Israeli 
forces and . their surrogates from 
south Lebanon without any condi- 
tions. 

"D — Non-intervention' in 
Lebanese domestic affairs and the 
discontinuation of support for parti- 
tionist, isolationist and sectarian 
forces i h Leb'aho iT 

"E — Reconstruction of south 
Lebanon and Beirut ... And payment 
of war reparations to all our op- 


pressed people in Lebanon." 

"In case of failure to meet these de- 
mands and continued support of Is- 
rael's og^ssion against our people 
the United"Stalcs will pay the price 
very soon. This price will reflect ad- 
versely on the fate of the hostages we 
hold,' it said. 

Islamic Jihad has mode similar de- 
mands 'in the past but never com- 
bined them all in one statement. 

Anderson and Sutherland arc 
among nine Americans held hostage 
by pro-Iranian groups in Lebanon. 
Sixteen foreigners are believed held 
in Lebanon. Anderson, kidnapped 
March 16, 1985, is the longest held 
hostage. 

Islamic Jihad said its stotoment 
was to mark the fifth onniversory of 
dual bombings at a U.S. Marine base 
“ond'a'FYGnch’paratroopcrhcodquar-- 
ters in Beirut. Islamic Jihad claimed 
responsibility after the Oct. 23, 1983

Drought takes toll on Idaho

The consensus is in. Idaho is suf- 
fering the effects of n drought. 

Three parched summers sand- 
wiched around two skimpy winters 
have sucked reservoirs dry, killed 
hundreds of thousands of fish, wilted 
crops, scorched lawns and fueled o 
bevy of huge wildfires. 

Nothing similar has confronted 
modern-day Idaho since the 1930s, 
when four consecutive years of 
drought descended on the state. And 
even then, streamflows were slightly 
higher than in 1987 and 1988. 

"It's real depressing to wake up to 
another clear doy," said Hal Ander- 
son, water export for the Idaho De- 
partment of Water Resources. 

"I love the wcothcr, but I'm getting 
real concerned about what it's going 
to be like next summer if we don't 
break out of the drought" 

Water officials had some doubts 
earlier this .year about whether 


southern Idaho was truly mired in a 
drought But the dry summer — less 
than an inch of rain has fallen since 
Memorial Day — has everyone con- 
vinced. 

'The drought issue has been set- 
tled," said Jerry Beard, snow survey 
supervisor for the U.S. Soil Conser- 
vation Service, "Now the big Question 
is, arc we coming out of it, ana when? 

"Last spring, I thought, 'Wc corit 
hove three drought years in a row,' 
But anytime you try to second-guess 
Mother Nature, she'll moke a fool out 
of you pretty quick." 

Mony reservoirs in the upper 
Snake, Boise and Payette river 
basins arc close to or have reached 
their lowest points in history. 

The Boise, South Fork Payette and 
main Salmon rivers arc running at 
all-time lows. 

The upper Snake reservoir system 
is carrying only 8 percent of capacity. 
The Boise system has 13 percent of 
capacity. Normal in October is 50 


percent. '■ 

'We basically arc going .into the 
winter with no corryover.T said Roy 
Maxwell, assistant director of the 
Nampa-Mcridion Irrigation District. 

"Unless we get 150 percent of nor- 
mal precipitation this winter, wc‘rc 
in 0 world of hurt," Maxwell said. 

.Mork Molincr, lead forecaster for ' 
the National Weather Service, said 
the 30-day forecast for Ocl. 15 to Nov. 
15 calls for above-average precipita- 
tion in southern Idaho. The SO-day 
outlook forecasts equal chances for 
above-normal and bclow-normal pre- 
cipitation. 

Numerous theories have been 
bandied about os to why the drought 
has persisted in Idaho and else- 
where. TWo most commonly cited: 

•The "greenhouse elTect," a global 
warming trend blamed on industrial 
emissions. 

•El Nino, a mass of warm water in 
the Pacific Ocean thal>disrupls the 
weather.

Bentsen, Jackson accuse Bush campaign of injecting racism

Lloyd Bentsen and the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
accused Republican nominee George Bush's 
campaign Sundoy of injecting radsm into the 
presidential campaign by pounding Democrat 
Michael Dukakis over the Massachusetts 
prison furlough issue. 

A Bush spokesman said the charge was 
"absolutely ridiculous and stems from desper- 
ation politics." 

Dukakis attended a breakfost in Boston 
with Jockson and eight other block political 
leaders who pledged to support the Mas- 


sachusotts governor's campaign in the re- 
maining two weeks before the Nov. 8 election. 

Then Dukakis flew via Wisconsin to Cali- 
fornia for a full day of campaigning Monday 
for that cruciol state's 47 electoral votes. 
Bush and his running mate, Sen. Dan Quaylc 
of Indiana, took a respite from campaigning 
at their Washington homos. 

The tenor and substance of the GOP tick- 
et's campaign advertising on television domi- 
nated the political dialogue Sunday. 

Bentsen, the Democratic vice presidential 
candidate, told a television interviewer he 
thought tl\c Bush campaign was making a 


racist appeal by focusing on Willie Horton Jr., 
a black convicted murderer who escaped in 
1966 from a Massochusetts prison furlough. 

In 1987, Horton brutally stabbed a white 
Maryland man and twice raped his fiancee. 
Horton is currently imprisoned in Marylond. 

Asked if use of ihe Horton case constituted 
"on element of Republican racist oppcal," 
Bentsen replied: "When you add it up, I think 
there is, and that’s unfortunate, and I just 
don't want to sec this election won on that 
kind of packoging and that Kind of distor- 
tions." 

Dukakis campaign vice chairman John 


Sassu said Dukakis agreed with those com- 
ments. 

In Bo.ston, Jackson avoided the word 
"racist" but said the Horton case was one of 
several "rather ugly race-conscious signols" 
sent out by the Bush campaign. 

There have been u number of rather, bla- 
-tontly racc-con^cTous signals that have had 
the impact of instilling ungrounded fenr in 
whites ond alientotion from blocks," Jackson 
told reporters after the 90-minutc breakfast 
with Dukakis. 

The use of the WIlie Horton example is 
designed to create the most horrible psycho- 


sexual fears," Jackson said. 'The furlough ad 
with black and brown faces rotating in and 
out of jail, the use of the Jackson-Dukakls 
ticket symbolism, which is distortion, refer- 
ring to me as a Chicago hustler ... there have 
been a number of rather ugly race-conscious 
signals sent from that campaign." 

Dukakis made no mention of the prison 
furlough issue in a short statement after the 
breakfast. 

He said only that it ha been a"good, con- 
structive meeting" and that he was pleased 
by the black leaders' commitment to his cam- 
paign.

BOISE School officials ore sur- 
prised, but .only one Boise School Dis- 
trict school is targeted for asbestos 
cleanup according to a U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agcnqr study. 

Congress passed a law in 1986 re- 
quiring school districts nationwide to 
submit reports by Oct. 12 detailing 
how they plan to gel rid of ony os- 
bestos prolcms. 

Considering there arc 40 building 
in the district, Boise Schools supervi- 


sor of maintenance and supervision 
Roger Carlson said, it "came as a 
shock" that more structures weren't 
in need of asbestos abatement. "Were 
pretty fortunate," he said. 

Asbestos particles have been found 
to cause chest and lung cancer. 

Meanwhile, in Meridian, the ex- 
tent of its district's asbestos problem 
is not known. Chuck Lichc, director 
of operations for Meridian schools, 
sold the district has asked foi* ex- 
tension and hopes to have its study 
completed before Christmas, 


Meridian is one of 27 Idaho school 
districts that requested extensions, 
according to Jock Raync of the Idaho 
. Department of Labor and Industrial. 
Services. Those districts have until 
May 9, 1989, to submit the plons. 

Statewide, 77 school districts and 
49 private schools have submitted re- 
ports, Ruyne said. However, Raync 
said it probably will bo mid-Dcccm- 
ber by the time he has sifted through 
all the reports and gets an idea of 
how big the 'asbestos problem is. 

He said 17 school districts did not 


submit reports or request extensions 
and could be subject to $5,000 a ^y 
fines. Those districts arc; Meadows 
Volley,' .Horseshoe. _Bend, ..Mackay, . 
Riric, Worley, Genesee, South Lemhi, 
Shoshone, Kchficld, Leydston, Lap- 
wai, Culdcsac, Pleasant Valley, Ar- 
bon, MuJlan, Avery ond Three Creek 
Joint Elementary District in Roger- 
son. 

Jerry Chastain, an asbestos techni- 
cian adviser with the ERA in Seattle, 
said he did not know how his agency 
would go about penalizing distrids. 


Without Reagan support, Contras begin to fade

WASHINGTON — The Contras, the Nicartguon 
rebels President Reagan lauded os "freedom fight- 
ers' and made the centerpiece of his Central 
America policy, arc fading into history. 

Supporters and opponents alike soy the rebels, 
who once claimed to be inflicting severe doinage 
on the leftist Sandinista regime through their for- 
ays inside Nicaragua, now arc little more than 
refugees huddled in- camps along the Honduran 
border. 

"Every single Contra who died, died for nothing, 
. it turns out," said Rep. Mickey Edwards, R-Okia., 


who has led a losing battle in thcHouae of Repre- 
'sentatives to win rniiitary aid Toy the Tebels.-rve- 
got to say that I'm depressed about iL I would like 
to find a way to put a good light on it, but I can't." 

Reagan's personal devotion to the Contras hos 
largely sustained them since they were formed in 
1981. Congress, altematoly going along and resist- 
ing aid to the rebels, sent at least $294 million to 
support the Contras over that period. That doesn't 
include some $41 million raised from other coun- 
ties and private contributors, or illegally diverted 
during the Iran-Contra affair. 

As recently as February, there were upwards of 
16,000 rebels inside.

LA. gang breaks up birthday bash 


LOS ANGELES (Al’) — Gang members crashed a 
teen birthday party, leaving one man stabbed to death 
and two others wounded, as weekend gang violence in 
Southern California claimed* a total of four lives and 
wounded five. , 

Several local gang members crashed a 16lh-birthday 
party for two girls in West Valindn late Saturday, said 
Los Angeles County shcrifTs Deputy Dan Cox. 

A fight broke out in the strfbt and Migol Cruz, 21, 
was fatally stabbed in the chest, Cox said. Two broth- 
ers who were friends of the hosts were treated for 
wounds and released from a hospital. 

Elsewhere, gang members in a car mistook six 
youths in another car for rivals early Saturday in 
Lennox and chased them through several neighbor- 
hoods, firing several shots along the way, sheriffs Lt. 
Ron Horbst said. 

Two parting shots were fired even when the fleeing 
youths reached the door of the sheriff's station in the 
area 10 miles south of downtown. 

They were seared but not hurt," Herbst said, 

A description of the attackers' car was broadcast and 
a few minutes later Inglewood police stopped the car 
and arrested a H-ycar-old boy. Other occupants of the 
.stolen car got away. — 


Elsewhere, a reputed gang member was wounded in 
a drivc-by shooting at Lincoln Park early Sunday after ' 
an argument between two groups, police Detective 
Robert Sutor said. Two young men were being sought. 

The young man was in extremely critical condition 
at County-USC Medical Center, Siitcr said. 

In an attack in Lincoln Heights, another alleged 
gang member was shot .several times and died at Coun- 
ty-USC Medical Center, Suter said. 

One man was killed and another wounded in a gang<» 
. related shooting late Saturday in Korcatown, police 
said. Several men wore drinking beer on a porch when 
the occupants of two cars driving by shouted gang 'slo- 
gans, then opened fire, Sgt. Alan Bollinger said. 

Late Friday, a 21 -year-old man was killed while driv- 
. ing in the south-central area of the city when three or 
four young men in a sedan pulled alongside and-yelled 
a gang slogan, said Deputy Roger Horn. 

Afior n brief exchange, someone in the sedan fired 
several .^hols. The man wa.4 hit in the chest and died At 
Martin Luther King Jr.-Drew Medical Center.

Challengers gain in Utah governor race 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Gov. Norm Bangcrt- 
er and independent candidate Merrill Cook contin- 
ue to gain ground in Utah's gubernatorial race, 
but Democrat Ted Wilson remains the leader with 
two weeks left before the election, new polls indi- 
cate. 

A Deseret News-KSL-TV survey conducted by 
Dan Jones & Associates and publi.shcd Sunday 
shows Wilson lias lost some support and now leads 
Bangertcr hy only 7 percent. 

If the election were held today, Wilson would re- 
ceive 40 percent of the vote, Bangertcr 33 percent

The poll has a margnn of error of 4 percent.

A Utah Poll conducted for The Salt Lake Tri- 
bune found a more favorable situation for both 
Wilson and Cook. 

Conducted last week by the J. Roy Burdsley 
pulling firh), the poll found Wilson leading with 42 
percent, compared to 30 percent for Bangertcr.

The Bardslcy survey was based on telephone in-

That, in essence, was one of the miyor points in the com- 
ments of Henry Kissinger, former -United States secretary of 
state, during his briefvisittoTwin Falla this past Friday. 

While his audience of some 700 persons listened attentive- 
ly and chuckled at Kissinger's sharply pointed humor, and 
then accorded him a standing ovation, there wore doubtless 
some comments many would rather not have heard as well 
as those which were clearly appreciated. 

Some of Kissinger's comments concerning the relations be- 
tween the United States and the Soviet Union ore worth rc- 
pcotingi 

On General Secretary Mikhail Gorbachev's charm: "Any- 
one who enters that competition (for the Communist Party's 
top post) has a highly developed sense of power ... Choir boys 
do not enter that type of competition." And further, "Why 
should Gorbachev treat us any better thon he treated the 
Politburo?" which ho purged of non-supporters of his poli- 
cies. , 

On Western dealings with the Soviets: "Lenin said capital- 
ists would sell the rope with which to hang us ... Wo will give 
them the credits with which to get the rope."

But his primary point was that given current, economic 
problems and turmoil in the Soviet satellite states of East- 
ern Europe, .the United States has an opportunity to win 
concessions from Communists and to enhance America's 
position as a world power. But it must do so without being 
beguiled by Gorbachev's nice-guy facade, without sentimen- 
tality, and keep its own interests foremost. 

By doing so, this nation could also eliminate the Soviet's 
toeholds in tho Western Hemisphere in Cuba and Nicaragua, 
and push Ao Russians back into their own territory. 

At tho same time, Kissinger had some comments which 
Idahoans may not have agreed with. 

One is that Idahoans, while patriotic, "close to their prin- 
ciples and close to the soil," arc also isolated in that many 
arc nofwidcly travelled — a situation that tends to create 
on idealistic view of other nations and other peoples. 

Then ;thero was his assessmoot of tho late Sen. Frank 
Church] who ho saw os "practically wrecking" the Central 
Intelli^rice Agency through tho investigations by Church's 
Senate Intelligence Committee in 1975. By delving into and 
exposing covert operations, the CIA was depicted as a 
bunch of clowns" and tho U.S. lost respect and clout in the 
world. 1 ' 

Scathing remarks about Church on his homo turf — where 
the lat^ senator received support from many Idahoans re- 
gardlcM of their place in the political spectrum — is not u 
way to gain favorable reactions, even if you arc a former scc- 
retaijr of state and your views arc probably honestly held. 

But whether Kissinger's Twin Falls audiences agreed with 
all of his assessments or not. his visit certainly provided on 
opportunity to get a different — and less insular — pcrspec- 
- tivc of relations between the world's two foremost powers 
and systems.

McClure olso was uncnlhusinslic about a trade 
measure sought by President Rcagon - the U.S.- 
Canada free-trade agreement; which still must k* » 
approved by Canada. Northwest members won 
changes to protect plywood makers and wheal 
farmers, But McClure said the pact is a "mixed 
bag " that won't do much lo cut a trade deficit with 
Canada that is second only to the one wi^ Japan. 

On other trade matters, a bill by Rep.' Peter Dc- 
Fazio. DOre., lo allow states to ban the export of 
logs from state-owned lands died in the House 
Foreign Relations Committee, as Northwest mem- 
bcrssplil over the issue.

DROUGHT. As ports of the Northwest were hit 
by drought for the second year in a row, the prob- 
lem moved into the nation's Midwestern farm bolt, 
spurring Congress to provide drought relief for 
formers. A second year of record-sotting forest 
fires scarred the West, and members of Congress 
questioned public lands’ agencies' "Ict-it-bum 
policy for naturally caused fires in wilderness ari_ 
cos. 

Given its short length, the 1988 session was pro- 
ductive, but whether it will go down as truly his- 
toric is a question whose answer probably must 
await the test of lime.

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Americans lack science sense 

• CHICAGO (AP) — More lhan-450 
years after Copernicus proved the 
Earth revolves around the sun, mil- 
lions of adult Americans seem to 
think it's the other way around, a re- 
searcher said Sunday. 

"It's a fairly dire situation," said 
Jon- Miller,- director of the Public” 

Opinion Laboratory at Northern Illi- 
nois University, who conducted a na- 
tionwide survey for the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. 

The results show that on very ba- 
sic ideas, vast numbers of Ameri- 
cans arc scientifically illiterate," he 
said in a telephone interview. 

In the telephone survey of 2, (Ml 
adults 18 or older, conducted in July, 
people were asked about 75 questions 
testing their knowledge of basic sci- 
ence, Miller said. The survey , had a 
margin of error of 3 percent. 

' Asked whether the Earth goes 
around the sun or the sun around the 
Earth, 21 pereent replied incorrect- 
ly. Seven percent didn’t know. 


Of’ the 72 percent who answered 
correctly, 45 percent said it takes 
one year for tlic Earth to orbit the 
sun, 17 percent said one day, 2 per- 
cent said one month and 9 percent 
didn't know. 

The responses indicate that about 
55-pcrcont"of"adult“Americnnsrbr‘ 
some 91 million people, don't know 
that the Earth revolves around the 
sun once a year. Miller said. 

"It shows that there arc basic mis- 
understandings about some, of the 
things we would have presumed vir- 
tually everyone would have known," 
said Miller, a political science pro- 
fessor at Northern Illinois University 
in DeKalb, 60 miles west of Chicago. 

A similar survey conducted by the 
group in 1965 irdicated that only 
about 5 percent of adult Americans 
could be considered "scientifically 
literate,' with basic knowledge of 
scientific vocabulary, methodology 
and an understanding of the impact 
of science on the world. Miller said.

CAPE CANAVERAL (AP) - At- 
lantis moved a big atop toward the 
second post-Challcngcr space shuttle 
flight when workers moved it into an 
assembly building to prepare for 
next month's' launch with a secret 
military satellite. 

A tractor Saturday, night towed the 
65-ton space ship the 450 feet from a 
processing building where it had 
been' undergoing modifications for 
several months. 

In the osscmbly building over the 
next several days, Atlantis will be 
joined with its two .solid fuel booster' 
rockets and large external fuel tank. 
In about a week, it will be transport- 
ed to launch pad 39B. 

NASA is aiming for a latc-Novcm- 
bcr. launch, but a date won't be set 
until a two-day flight readiness re- 
view is completed on Nov. 10. 

The flight will mark the third time 
in 27 launchings that a classified De- 
fense Department payload will be 
carried on a. shuttle. As a result, a 
shroud of secrecy is being thrown 
over most information about it, in- 
cluding the identity of the satellite.

Magic Valley 
loved baseball 
from the start 


Baseball has been a favorite 
sport in the valley from the be- 
ginning of settlement. Often a 
baseball team would be orga- ’ 
nized as soon as there were 
enough men available and a 
spot could be cleared of sage- 
brush for a diamond. 

Every town, and many rural 
communities, had a team and 
rivalries between towns wore 
strong. Practice would begin 
with the first warm days of 
spring ond the schedule of 
games would continue through 
the summer, until the World 
Scries ended the season. Many 
towns, including Twin Falls, 
had athletic associations that 
sponsored the baseball teams 
and built ball parks. 

Twin Falls' first formal ath- 
letic field was the Twin Falls 
Athletic Park located at 600 
Second Ave. E. on Blocks 122 
and 136. The park was "devot- 
ed mostly to baseball and foot- 
ball. An immense enclosure, 
well fenced, and containing a 
capacious grandstand, dress- 
ing rooms, etc.," wore at the 
parik, according to the 190609 
Twin Falls City Directory.

The park was managed by 
the Twin Falls Athletic Associ- 
ation and was the home of the 
Twin Falls "Comets." J.E. 
White was the team manager. 
In 1910 the team captain was

Hundreds of games were 
played at the park in its day 
but probably the most inter- 
esting one was Nov. 9, 1915, 

Through the efforts of D.E.

RUPERT — A Si million claim saying 
the mayor of Rupert punched an alleged 
shoplifter in the face during an April 28 
arrest will be handled by the city's insur- 
ance company. 

The Rupert City Council last week de- 
nied a tort claim filed by Robert Arturo 
Flores, 27, asking for damages from the 
city and Mayor Bill Whittom. 

'The city denied the claim because it 
—wasn't- jusUfied cither undcr-Floroa'-facte. 
or tho.city'a facts," said the city's attor- 
ney, Don Chisholm. 

Flores was charged with petty theft fol- 
lowing a scuftlc in the Rupert IGA store. 
He spent time in intensive care after the 
scuiTle. 

The tort claim alleges violations of Flo- 
res' due process and other constitutional 
rights, along with damages for complica- 
tions of an unspecified, pre-existing men- 


tal condition. 

The tort claim's account of the incident 
differs from previous characterizations. 
The document, a formal claim for dam- 
ages outside court, says the incident hap- 
pened like this: 

The incident started-^whilc Flares and a 
companion were walking out of the store 
after making a purchase. An assistant 
store manager and two other men stopped 
Flores and forced him back into the store, 
and eventually onto the floor, according to 
Iho tort claim. - . - 

The document alleges Whittom 
introduced himself to Flores as the mayor 
arid "police commission liaison" and or- 
dered Flores to stop shouting obscenities 
or face arrest for disturbing the peace;:.. 

Two policeman arrived, handcuffed 
Flores' hands behind his back and stood 
him up, the tort claim alleges. Whittom 
stepped forward and punched Flores in 
the face twice, it says. The policemen 
then laid Flores on Ids stomach on the 


floor and held him down. Whittom then ' 
kicked Flores twice, it says. 

Whittom declined comment on the case - 
last week, saying his attorneys advised ~ 
against comment. 

"We didn't think Flores' facts are cor- 
rect," Chisholm said. "I just think it’ll take 
care of its'clf in the system and we don't ' 
have to try the case in the newspaper." 

In a press release shortly after the inci- 
dent, Whittom admitted kicking Flores in ' 
the face. Ho said Flores had. tried to bite ; 
himonthelcg. -

necessarily give a good education, 
teachers do." He would consider a 
merit pay program lo reward tho 
best teachers. 

He also thinks the Legislature 
needs to take o hard look ot how edu- 
cation funding is -being spent and 
hold. local school districts account- 
qblo. 

He opposes school, consolidation, 
saying hc°likes the individualism of 
small schools and the opportunity 
they provide for people to have a say 


in running them. 

If any facet of government needs 
more money, law enforcement does, 
particularly to fight drugs, ho says. . 
He also favors drug abuse education 
for children. 

He says he supports progress, 
tempered with reason. For instance, 
he's not opposed to open-pit mining if 
the land is returned to its natural 
state. 

"Agriculture 'is a strong point; 
that's where I'm af," he says. "But if 
I got elected, I hope I will not look 
just at farming."

Hurricane Joan kills 50 in Nicaragua

MANAGUA, Nicaragua — At 
least 50 people were killed when 
. hurricane Joan ■ swept across 
Nicaragua, reports in Managua said 
Sunday. Hundreds of people were in- 
jured and hundreds were still miss- 
ing. 

According to information available 
in Managua, the hurricane com- 
pletely destroyed three towns and 
left up to 300,000 people homeless. 


Managuo Mayor Carles Carrion 
said the hurricane, which swept 
across the country near the capital, 
destroyed a number of buildings and 
uprooted some trees in the capital, 
but did not claim any victims here. 

Water and electricity supplies in 
large parts of Managua were dis- 
rupted, Carrion said. 

Nicaraguan authorities said the 
Caribbean port town of Blucficlds 
were devastated, along with the 
towns of Rama and Nueva Guinea. 


On Maiz island the hurricane de- 
stroyed some 90 percent of the hous- 
es, leaving 17,590 persons homeless. 
Most of the island's trees were up- 
rooted, 

Nicaraguan President Daniel Or- 
tega described the hurricane as a 
"national tragedy" and appeolcd for 
international aid. 

At least 145 people were left miss- 
ing in other parts of Central Ameri- 
ca, reports said Sunday.

Fetor's Basilica, the pope praised 
Niels Stonsen as an example for sci- 
entists, missionaries and Christians 
around the world. 

StonSen was bom a Lutheran in 
Copenhogen in 1638.

medicine in Holland, he moved to 
Florence, Italy and -converted to 
Catholicism in 1667. 

He was appointed bishop in Ger- 
many, where he died in Schwerin in 
1666. He was buried in Florence's 
Basilica of St. Lorenzo. 

The pope said Stensen should 
serve as inspiration for Christians 
living outside their native lands, "in 
solitude or in places that don't under- 
stand them."

. Those in four hearts with today's 
cards find little to the play when It 
turns out that hearts break normal- 
ly. Thc^ in four spades must play 
well to score the game. 

At four hearts with a club lead, 
South ruffs the second club and 
plays the two top trumps. When 
they split J-2, he leaves the high 
trump outstanding and plays the 
spades. Whether West ruffs or'^ol. 
South wins an easy 10 tricks, losing 
only a club, a heart and a diamond. 

At spades, the play is a little 
trickier, but the normal break in 
hearts helps in this game also. 

South wins the heart acc, cashes 
the trump acc and leads a club. 
West hops up and leads another 
heart to durhmy's king, and South 
ruffs a club. The trump king draws 
the trumps and a third round of 
hearts puts Weston play. 

If West leads a club, ^uth enjoys 
‘*'a ruff and discard and gets his 10th 
• trick. If West leads diamonds, South 
must score both his king and his 
’. queen, once again winning 10 tricks. 

The key to the play is for South 
not to tackle the diamonds himself; 
' better to force the opponents to fead 
the suit first.

TWIN FALLS — Tb be awakened during - 
the night because your hand is asleep — 
the result of lying on a bent wrist — ordi- 
narily is just a passing annoyance. But if 
your sleep is disturbed once or twice a- 
week bccauBc your hand is numb, it might 
be a sign of carpal tunnel syndrome. 

The difference, explains Twin Falls or- 
thopedic surgeon, Dr. James M. Retmier, is 
people With carpal tunnel syndrome start 
waking up nightly and they can't sleep for 
' more than a few hours straight. 

This numbness and tingling used to keep 
42-vear-old Bill Moretto of Buhl awake at 
night. He says every time he relaxed, it 
woke him up. It would come and go, out of 


- -nowhere — and in the daytime, -too: 

"I'd bo fine." he says. "My wife and !• 
Would be sitting there having coffee, and 
the' tiext thing I'd know, the\corfce cup 
would fall right through my hanas." 

Sure enough, Moretto wos diaimosed as 
having carpal tunnel syni^me'^ — a condi- 
tion caused by pressune an the median 
nerve in the wrist. The i/iedian nerve is the 
one that gives feeling to the thumb and 
three fingers. 

Retmier describes the carpal tunnel as 
the space in the wrist at the base of the 
thumfrwhcrc the crease occurs in the \yrist 
be^cen the thumb and little finger. It is 
bound on the top by a very thick, tough lig- 
ament, which is attached to two bones that 
can be. felt on cither side, and the- bottom 
and' sides arc the other bones in the wrisL 


'Through this tunnel has to pass two ilcxor 
tendons to each finger ond one to the 
thumb — along with the median nerve. 

What can happen here is cither the 
space in the tunnel can get smaller, of a 
disease process can affect the nerve — sud- 
denly there is no room for expansion inside 
the tunnel. 

Twin Falls orthopedic surgeon, Dr. John 
Howar, says the main symptoms arc numb- 
ness and tingling in the fingers, someUmes 
pain in the fingers or palm, or poin in the 
wrist, and sometimes the pain will travel 
up the orms. PoUents sufi'ering from carpal 
tunnel syndrome often complain of weak- 
ness or awkwordness in thc.hond. 

Most often, it comes on gradually, but 
there arc a few cases where it starts sud- 
denly. Howar says there arc o lot of people 


who ha ve a mild form of carpal tunnel syn- 
drome — their hands might just go to sleep 
once in a while. 

"In most pcoplc’thc cause is unknown," 
he says. "There arc a few well-known caus- 
es: Pregnancy is one. and of course that is 
tempbrary." He says this has to do with flu- 
id retention, 

Other causes arc diabetes and hypothy- 
roidism. In the latter, there is fluid reten- 
tion, which COU.SCS some swelling through 
the wrist area, and puts pressure on the 
nerve. Diabetes tends to cause swelling of 
• the lining of the tendons which lie all 
around the ncn'c in the wrist — and that 
swelling of the tendons tends, to push on 
the non'o. 

Howar say.s carpal tunnel syndrome can 
be related to certain kinds of work with the 


hands. He ^ds that it is seen a lot in this 
arc\ in wmSn who work cither in fish pro- 
ccssW^ inn factory. It seems to be relat- 
ed to rt^iwe work with the hands. 

"Of'coijree there are a lot of people who 
do that kind of work and never get carpal 
tunnel syndrome, so it isn't just that," he 
says. And it seems some people arc aredis- 
posed to it. "If they’re put in one of these 
typos of jobs, then the carpal tunnel syn- 
drome can develop. " 

Retmier says he sees three or four wom- 
en to one man with this problem, probably 
due to the kinds of work they do. The men 
are generally those who work with their 
hands, such as mechanics, meat cutters 
and bakers.

The flu vaccine is recommended for peo- 
ple who arc considered to be at high risk. 
Health officials say that includes onyonc 


who is older than 65. those who have 
symptomatic rcspirolory or cai^iac prob- 
lems and those who have diabetes or an 
immunosuppressant health problem such 
as cancer. Children with asthma, cystic fi- 
brosis or heart problems also qualify. 

Healthy individuals under age 65 who 
wish to have the vaccination, will require 
a note from a physician. 

Tlic healthy person who comes down 


with the flu will get over it in « couple of 
days, says Choryle Becker, District Epi- 
demiologist. "It's going to cause you some 
discomfort, but you're going to get over it. 
If you have a cardiac problem, you may 
not get over it in a couple of days." 

Three influenza strains arc included in 
the vaccine although the shot does not 
cover all types of influenza. 

Two thousand flu shots were given in 


1987, and this year the slate health de- 
partment' is prepared for double that 
amount, Becker says. 

As to risks involved with the vaccine, 
Becker says the department hasn't seen 
any of the bad side effects since the swine 
flu vaccine. ' 

However Becker says possible reactions 
to the influenza vaccine might be a sore

Just because the summer allergy season is ofTi- 
dally over, don't be too quick to think you're home 
free until spring rolls around. A.s mony as eight out 
of 10 Americans hove ' ofT-scason" allergies, many of 
them the result of substances found in the home. 

The most common sources? According to aller- 
gists, the lop three culprits are dander — micro- 
scopic flakes of skin, usually from cats and dogs; 
house dust, which includes fabric fibers, human 
and pet-hairs; and molds and pollens, which are 
common in such ploccs as basements, refrigerators 
and bathrooms. 

Ifyou or members of your family arc still plagued 
with watery eyes, sneezing and congestion, try the 
following tips to minimize allergy discomforts in 
your home: 

• In bedrooms, cover mattresses and box springs 
with dust-proof covers. Avoid upholstered head- 
boards, down pillows (slay with synthetic) and 
woolen blankets. 

• Instead of down comforters or chenille bed- 
spreads, use single-layer bedspreads. 

• Roller shades should be used instead of.hcavy 
draperies or slatt^ blinds, both of which tend to ac- 
cumulate dust 

• Replace old wallpaper — a gathering site for 
mold — with mold-proof paint. 

• Cover forccd-oir heating and air-conditioning 
outlets with double-density filters, or close them off 
altogether. 

• Clean air-conditioning filters frequently to re- 
move mold. 

• Keep windows closed to prevent dust and pollen

And, data from University of Michigan studios 
and others all over the world, indicates that chew- 
ing Xylitol gum regularly is asBodated with a 30 
percent to 50 percent reduction in dental plaque, 
said Dr. Kauko Makincn. 

"Xylilol is not detrimental to the teeth because, 
unlike other sweeteners, it reduces the bacteria 
that cause cavities," says Makincn, longtime re- 
searcher of Xylitol and professor of dentistry and 
biochemistry at the University of Michigao School 
ofDentistry. 

"It cannot be fermented by many of the microor- 
ganisms in the mouth.

oped carpal tunnel syndrome six 
monAs alter she began using a knife 
to cut the heads and tails off of fish 
in her work at a trout farm. The task, 
for which she now has a machine, in- 
volved putting a lot of pressure on 
her hand.. 

<”Your hand is bending upwards 
wiA that knife," the 33-ycnr-old 
woman savs. "As it goes down, your 
hand bends up, Once in a while I 
would do fillets or something like 
that — well, I was dropping Ac 
knife." 

Homer's caipnl tunnel syndrome 
was corrected 'by surgery, but before 
that she tried wearing a splint. This 
helped n little, but not enough. 

•Howar says splinting is the treat- 
ment used first sometimes along with 
medications that arc nnti-inflammn- 
tory or with cortisone iiycctions into 
Ac wrist area. "And if these things 
don't work, Aon we end up doing 
surgery on them." 

Mild, intermittent coses of carpal 
tunnel syndrome can be treated con- 
'■scrvntively, and Rctmier says wear- 
ing a splint at night so Ac wrist does 


not Hex, can help 

The first trcnlment is to discover 
whai is causing the problem, and 
avoid it. The person su(Tcring from 
carpal tunnel syndrome doesn't nec- 
essarily need to stop Ac work he's 
doing, "A lot of times we can get a 
person over this, and Aon they can 
go back to their regular work," 
Howar says. "We don't like to lake 
anybody off their job, except maybe 
temporarily. But we try and treat Ao 
patient so they can go back to their 
work." 

However Retmier says Ac longer 
one has had symptoms, the harder it 
is to got a complete cure. One of Ac 
long-term symptoms of carpal tunnel 
syndrome is the big muscle at the 
base of the thumb wastes away. 

Even so. those people con still be 
helped ^^ith an operation. 

Barbara Bandy of Burley snys .she 
learned she had carpal tunnel syn- 
drome 10 years ago, and for a while 
wore wrist bands to allevinte Ae 
symptoms. In her work, the 49-ycar- 
old woman packages cream cheese all 
day, and in her free time she docs a 
lot of knitting and crocheting, 


She says she. kept putting off hav- 
ing an operation, and finally her doc- 
tor told her she was not to work until 
she had something done about it. Her 
muscles had started to deteriorate. 
After having both hands operated on 
last fall, she .says Acy arc fine now. 

"It (the operation) didn't bother me 
a bit." she says. 'It was really simple 
compared to what ! thought it would 
be." 

Rctmier says in the diogriosis of 
carpal tunnel syndrome the doctor 
may use an cleelromyogram (EMG) 
which is an electrical study of the 
muscles' activities. He snys this test 
is usually performed by a neurolo- 
gist. The test can measure the speed 
of conduction through the nervo, and 
also other important functions of Ac 
nerve. It is very accurate in conftnn- 
ing carpal tunnel syndrome. 

"The importance of Ae ncurodiag- 
nostic testing." says T\vin Falls neu- 
rologist, Dr. Alan Schnffert, "is that 


you moke Ac-correct diagnosis, and_ 
don't call it somcAing else which can 
mimic the disease. Another thing is, 
you can quantitate how bad, cicctri- 
cally-spcaking, the carpal tunnel is." 

Schaffert says with abnormal EMG 
findings which suggest carpal tunnel 
syndrome, Ac surgeon can expect a 
'90 to 95 percent improvement rate 
wiA surgery. If Ac EMG is norma) 
in the face of carpal tunnel symp- 
toms, 15 percent of the people will be 
helped wiA surgery. 

Bill Moretto had Ac operation per- 
formed on one hand two years ago, 
and the other a year ago, and has 
had no more troiiDic with numbness. 
He says it's just a matter of’thc 
hands getting stronger, although he 
doesn't expect them to be as strong 
as Acy us^ to be.

Waiting until a toothbrush is worn 
out moy not only impoct dental 
health, it can have an effect on 
hcalth,-aswcll. 

The problem' is, the toothbrush' on 
the bathropm counter may be home 
to n lot more than the latest tartar- 
control tooth paste. At least one 
study shows that bacteria and yeast 
associated with pneumonia, stomach 
ulcers, strep throat, sinu.s disease, 
upset stomach and diarrhea arc often 


found on well-used brushes. 

"It's like using the same piece of 
dental floss for six months," said 
Donald Duperon, D.D.S., M.S.C. pro- 
fessor of pediatric dentistry at the 
University of Califomia-Los Angeles 
School Dentistry. 

Studies conducted at the Universi- 
ty of Oklahoma showed that a herpes 
vims could live for 48 hours on n dry 
toothbmsh. When the brush was wet, 
the virus lived for as long as seven 
weeks. 


There's no telling how long some 
viruses can live on a wet toothbrush 


in a bathroom." ^id Tbm Glass, 
D.D.S.. Ph.D., professor of oml 
pathology at the colleges of dentistry 
ond medicine — and principal invc.«- 
tigator in the toothbrush studies — 
at the University of Oklahoma. 

Bacteria and viruses thrive where 
there is foxl and water, making 
toothbrushes a vulnerable target. 


When the vims is present, all that is 
needed for possible infection is a port 
of entry, A slight scratch by a tooth- 
bmsh may be all it takes. 

And the bacteria associated with 
pneumonia, strep throat, diarrhea 
and other illnesses that the re- 
searchers found lurking 'on tooth- 
bmshes weren't necessarily there be- 
cause tlie toolhbriish user had con- 
taminated his own bmsh. The bath- 
room itself was thought to be the cul- 
prit. 

"The bathroom is by for the most 
unsanitary room in the house. \Vhon 
someone flushes the toilet those 
germs aerate all over the bathroom" 
Gloss said. 

Keeping the cover of the toilet 
down when not in use may help pre- 
vent the spread of germs. But, nc- 


"Wo'ro advocating to vacate the 
bathroom of everything except 
toilet paper and towels,", said Glass. . 
Ho suggests that the toothbrush bo 
kept in a cup in the bedroom, along 
with 0 small tube of toothpaste. 

Both Gloss and Duperon agre^ 
that family sharing of toothpaste is 
not a healthy habit When one person 
strikes his bmsh to the pump or 
lube, it can leave behind germa for 
the next user. 

The toothbpislr'should be kept as 
dry and clean as possible. It may also 
u.^ «n /Un tKn Lniiih in an- 


cording to Glass, what is really need- 
ed is a whole overhaul of the bath- 



be worthwhile to dip the bmsh in an- 
tiseptic mouthwash, said Duperon, 
and then shake it Having separate 
bmshes for morning and evening, he 
said, may cut down on the amount of 
germs on each bmsh. 

And changing toothbmshes once 
every six months or year is not 
enough. Healthy people. Glass said, 
should probably switch bmshw 
about once a month, while people 
with immune disorders should do so 
much more frequently. 

When suffering from a cold r- 
jsince Glass' studies showed that cold 
germs can remain on a toothbmsh 
for up to a month — a bmsh should 
be changed at the very first sign of 
recovery to avoid re-infection. As 
soon as the cold sufferer begins te. 
feel completely well,, a new brush 
sbpuld bo substituted.' ' 

And the toothbmsh should not be 
seen ns a friend to which one be- 
comes attached.

Doctors recommeh for children over 2

SAN FRANCISCO - Children 
over the age of two should have diets 
m^erately restricted in fat. but new- 
borns and toddlers under two years 
must continue to hove high-fat diets, 
according to the American Academy 
of Pediatrics' committee on nutriUon. 

Although the pediatricians stopped 
short of recommending any reduction 
for children under two. they acknowl- 
edged thoi around d 30 percent fat 
content in the diet of children over 
two years of age is probably pmuent, 
in contrast to the 40 percent and 
higher levels that arc typical of 
American children and families in 
general in this country. 

In a now policy statement released 
Idcsdoy at the academy's onnuol 
meeting here, the pediatric nutrition 


group also warned that families and 
physicians to stop a new and increas- 
ingly popular practice of having chil- 
dren tested for cholesterol levels, ex- 
cept in cases where children over the 
ages of two have family histories sug- 
gesting they could be at high risk for 
heart disease later in life. 

For example, the nutrition group 
said, children might be considered for 
testing if a close family member has 


day and seasonal variations in many 
patienU, the nutrition committee 
urged families to stay away from 
such tests, except when done in con-

However, the guidelines 
on diet essentially reaffirm the pedi- 
atric group's long-standing con- 
tention that fat is a crucial clement 
in children's normal growth and de- 
velopment, 

For years, the pediatricians' group 
has been at odds with the American 
Heart Association ond a number of 
other health advocate groups over 
the issue of fat content in the diets of 
children, The Heart Associalinn has 
argued vociferously that healthy di- 


ets should never exceed 30 percent 
fat, if the risk of stroke and heart dis- 
ease are to be reduced. And, assum- 
ing that heart disease begins early 
and builds over a lifetime, many 
heart specialists and internists have 
urged that such low fat diets begin 
early in life. • 

Mother's milk, considered the per-

Evidcnce is mounting that long- 
distance running may reduce spinal 
bone density, resulting in an in- 
creased incidence of fractures in later 
life. 

A University of California at San 
Francisco study of 208 women run- 
ners who ran between 20 and 100 
miles each week showed that those 
with menstrual irregularities lasting 
three years or longer may have expe- 
rienced irreversible spinal bone loss. 

A second study of 26 men by Uni- 
versity of Maryland researchers 
found that the long-distance runners 
had significantly lower spinal bone 
mass than nonrunners. 

TTie studies prompted members of 
the American College of Sports 
Medicine to issue warnings about ex- 
cessive exercise.

on a diet that incluucd supplements 
of 1 .200 milligrams of colcium a day. 

The high calcium intake didn't in- 
crease bone density in the normally 
menstruating athletes. However, it 
did increase spinal bone mass in the 
amcnorrheic runners by 3 percent, 
Cann said. The effects didn't oppear 
toincrcase beyond the first year. 

Although eight women were treat- 
ed with estrogen, only one woman re- 
sponded favorably, he said. 


The study compared menstrual 
history, diet, exercise patterns and 
smoking habits to determine which 
factors could be used to predict skele- 
tal status. 

"Other than menstrual period, 
there was little effect from the other 
parameters on bone density," he said. 

The Maryland study compared 13 
male long-distance runners with 13 
nonrunners and found similar effects 
on sfnnal bone density. 

The runners ran an average of 64 
kilometers (about 40 miles) a week 
while the controls had low levels of 
exercise or were sedentary. 

Jo Bilanin, PH.D.,j3f the exercise 
laboratory at University of Mary- 
land, said the runners had 9.7 per- 
cent less lumbar spine bone density 
than the nonrunners.

Depresston can stfike children too js safer, more accurate 


Jenny was only 6 years old — too 
young to be sod. 

But thcro was no sparkle in her 
dark eyes, no liveliness in her face, 
no energized look to her body. 

Jenny's parents noticed her list- 
lessncss, her despondency early on. 
Even os a toddler we used to coach 
her to brighten up by saying: 'Jenny 
will be a happy girl,"' sa ys he r moth*

"Jenny was always the most serisi* 
live of our children, the one with the 
least confidence and the one most 
easily squashed," she continues. "We 
always hod to treat her with kid 
gloves. One minute we could reason 
and talk with her; the next, she 
would be angry and unreasonable. 
And the problem was always some- 
one else's fault." 

Jenny's parents sometimes at- 
tributed her behavior to her being a 
middle child who was "just seeing 
attention." But her behavior made 
them uneasy. She wos the child who 
would say "Nobody likes me. 1 don't 
have any friends. I wish I were' 
dead." 

Jenny's parents worked hard to 
buoy her self-cateem. 

‘It wasn't unusual for us to do 
something like help Jenny make a 
list of40 things that were positive " 
about her and post it in her room." 
But Jenny's moods continued to vac- 
illate between sad and angry and she 
remained hard to manage. 

By the third grade, added to Jen- 
ny's moodiness were complaints of 
headaches and stomachaches in the 
morning and balkiness at going to 
school. Finally, when Jenny was late

fijr school the third day in a row, hav- 

- ing left her home crying hysterically,' 
her mother realized that Jenny wos a 
child experiencing real despair. She 
sought help. 

A professional diagnosed Jenny as 
Bufrering from an often unrecognized 
childhood illncsa; depression. "It's not 
the temporary, easily shaken kind of . 
blues that most children occasionally 
expenence, but a deep, pervasive, 
persistent unhappiness that para- 
lyzes emotional growth and social de- 
velopment," sap Alice Lake, author 
of the article "Childhood Depression 

— the 'Killer' Blues" published in the 
June 1988 Women's Day mogazine. 

Some 400,000 to 600,000 childrens 
suiTcr some form of depression. Early 
diomosis and treatment make it poa- 
siblc to restore a child to emotional 
and psychological health in a rela- 


tively short time, says Lake. Howev- 
er, about half of the cases of child- 
hood depression go unrecognized or 
untreated and may result in severe 
long-term illness, oven suicide among 
children as young as 6. 

"Such tragic oversights stem from 
our traditional rosv picture of child- 
hood as joyous and carefree. Adults 
find it difficult to accept the idea that 
a child may be dc^ly depressed, '

Excess iron may cause cancer 


BOSTON (AP) — Iron pills may be 
unhealthy for people who don't have 
anemia because of the possibility 
that excessive iron increases the risk 
-of-caaccii-a-ncw.study concludes, 

Tbo little iron is clearly hazardous, 
but the latest research suggests that 
too much may also be bad. Ihc study, 
based on a laigc population survey, 
found a correlation between high- 
body levels of iron and cancer of the 
colon, lungs, bladder and esophagus 
in men. 

"Iron supplementation for those 
who arc not anemic may be unwise." 
the study concluded. 

Despite the statistical association, 


however, this research docs not actu- 
ally prove that iron promotes cancer 
or that too much iron in the diet is 
dangerous,

study's chief author, Dr. Richard G. 
Stevens, wos reluctant to make spe- 
cific health recommendations. But he 
said, "If it's true, it might be wise to 
reconsider the iron supplementation 
of foods in our mjcery stores." 

He cautioned that people with iron 
deficiency should continue to take 
iron supplements. More study will lx? 
necessary to prove whether high iron 
levels, and especially iron-ricn food, 
increase the risk of cancer.

. Because the reasons for a depres: 
sion are so complex, parents should 
never assume that depression is their 
fault ‘ 

Adults can recognize depression by 
looking for these signs, which often 
constitute a distinct personality 
change in children; 

- Pervasive sadness. Depressed 
children often cry a lot and laughter 
is rare, with the voice often soft and 
without inflection. They show little 
interest in any actirity and may ap- 
pear to have a kind of solemn maturi- 
ty beyond their ycors. They may also 
become more hurt more often thon 
other children. 

- IrriUibilitv and negativity. Chil- 
dren are touchy and their anger is of- 
ten irrational and triggered by the 
smallest of irritants, 

- Sleep disturbance. Children often 
have a hard time going to sleep or 
staying asleep ana they may have re- 
current nightmares. Occasionally, as 
children turn to teens, a sleep disor- 
der will take the form of oversleep- 
ing. 

- Difficulty concentrating. Bccousc 
children lose their ability to pay at- 
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tontion and to comprehend, their 
grades often plummet at school; a . 
teacher may report a child as day- 
dreaming. 

- Lowered self-esteem. Depressed 
children often refer to themselves as 
dumb or ugly. One adult, remember- 
ing her depressed childhood, says; 1 
remember crying on my bed and 

singing tojny.father,.!&e 0 bo^_ 

hates me, nobody loves mo, I guess 
I'll go cat worms."' 

- Guilt. Children may feci ^ilty 
for weeks over a minor mistoKc and 
apolomzc for inddenU that were not 
theirfault 

■ Physical complaints. They often 
have frequent stomachaches and 
headaches and may mistake their 
feeling of depression in morning 

for "flu." . 

• Preoccupation with death. Persis- 
tent preoccupation over the hcal^ of 
a parent, the death of a pet, or fre- 
quent nightmares about people dying 
arc signs of depression ^ and some- 
times sulddal thinking. 

-• Regressive behavior. Children 
may regress to more babjish ways, to 
bed-wetting, temper tantrums and 
clinging or irritable behaviors.
